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Philippine Book Pane Reprint Scandal 








New 8c Air Mail Stamp March 21 


(olor Is Olive Green; 
No Envelopes Or Books; 
Same Design As 6 Cent 


Announcement comes from the 
Post Office Department in a cir- 
cular dated February 28th that 
a new 8c air mail stamp will be 
put on sale at Washington, BD, Cs 
on March 2ist. This has been 
expected and was known as soon 
as the Congress had passed the 
new tax bill over the veto of 
President Roosevelt. This new tax 
pill also raised the postage rate on 
letters for delivery in the city or 
town in which they originate, 
from 2c to 3c each. 

The most unusual and extra- 
ordinary part of the Post Office 
Department announcement is 
that the stamps will go on sale 
and that First Day Covers will 
be canceled at Washington on 
March 21st, but that the date for 
the new rate to become effective 
is. March 26, five days later. 

This is a situation that has 
probably never before confronted 
the stamp collectors who want 
first day covers. It should be 
apparent that those who want a 
real showing of this new stamp 
on first day cover will have to 
buy a cover for the first day of 
the stamp which is right and 





day on which the rate becomes 
effective, this day being March 
26th 


The first day of issue covers 
will all be official misrepresen- 
tations of a postage rate since 
the rate will be 6c on the day 
they are first canceled by the 
department. 

We are unable to understand 
why such an arrangement has 
been made, but stamp collectors 
will have someone in the present 
Postal Administration to thank 
for this novelty. 

We might also suggest that col- 
lectors who really want to get a 
set of covers which will record 
these events, might well have a 
current 6c stamp used on a cover 
on this same March 21st date in 
order that they may show both 
the proper rate and the extra 6c 
plus 2c rate that the Postoffice 
Department is extracting from 
them for this occasion. 

Knowing the Government’s pride 

the use of ‘red tape” makes 
us wonder just how they are go- 
ing to account for all the extra 2c 
pleces that they will collect for 
Postage on the first day covers 
which are to be canceled on 
March 21st, five days before the 
8c rate becomes effective. Per- 
haps this is something they have 
hot yet thought of but certainly 
this extra 33 1/3 per cent should

Further information from the 
Circular at hand states that the 
New stamp is to be olive green in 
Color, is to be exactly like the cur- 
Tent 6c stamp. with the exception 
of the change of the figure of 
value to 8 cents.

Philippine Reprints 
Are Not Reprints Says 
Post Office Department 


The New York Sun of February 
25, prints an item from their 
Washington Bureau which we 
quote, as follows: 

“The Post Office Department 
states that additional postage 
stamps furnished by the Philip- 
pine Philatelic Agency in this 
city, under orders of the Philip- 
pine Commissioner, cannot be 
regarded a: reprints, but rather 
as additional supplies needed 

for sale to collectors in this 
country.” 

Truly a wonderful opinion and 
one that goes to show that the Of- 
ficials who make such a statement 
have little knowledge of the eth- 
ics of stamp collecting. It is also 
a very poorly worded statement 
since it frankly states that the 
stamps were printed to supply. col- 
lectors. 

When Governments start print- 
ing stamps solely to supply col- 
lectors its time we started collect- 
ing beer bottle labels and such 
things. If these stamps were print- 
ed to supply collectors, why not 
reprint all old U. S. Philippine is- 
sues to supply collectors. Collect- 
ors want them and would gladly 
buy a set of Columbians or Trans- 
Mississippi at face. 

It is time that collectors call a 
halt on the supplying of stamps 
for the trade. Give us an honest 
deal and keep the issues clean 
and we will-buy, but when stamps 
such as these Ptilivpines were re- 
printed and of course reprinted 
solely to supply collectors, for 
none can be sent to and used in the 
Philippines and none will ever be

New York dealers first knew that there was something amiss in 
the distribution of the Philippine bocklet panes early in the fall of 
1942. Just a year before in Manila, the 2c green booklet we know as 
Scott No. 462 was issued, but before it was in general circulation 
over there, and before supplies were placed on sale in Washington, 
the Japs had overrun the Islands, and what supply might have been 


available fell into enemy hands. 


The only sizeable lot of these known to have reached American 


shores in advance of hostilities was received by a well-known 
@York dealer direct from his source 





How To Make Your Bid 
For Stamps At Auction 


There will be many who will 
wonder why we print such mat- 
ter as this thinking thet everyone 
knows how to bid for stamps at 
Auction, but such is not the case 
as stamp dealers themselves have 
never attempted to do much edu- 
cational work in this respect and 
we do know from our own let- 
ters from readers that many are 
unfamiliar with auction practices. 

After all it ~ a very simple pro- 
ceedure and those who do lack in- 
formation and knowledge could 
frequently gain much information 
if they would inquire from other 
collectors or read carefully the 
notes printed in some auctions. 

We have a good opportunity to 
explain the method briefly in 
this issue because of the large ad- 
vertisement .opies from the ac- 
tual auction catalogue of H. A. 
Robinette of Washington, D. C.,

He was among the 
few who ordered his material 
direct, most dealers contenting 
themselves to wait until the ma- 
terial is offered in Washington by 
the Trade Commission. Although 
most Philippine stamps_ are 
printed in Washington, the cuse 
tom is to ship to the Islands, and 
the Islands then ship to the Come 
mission for philatelic sale. It is 
allegedly impossible for the 
stamps to go from the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing direct 
to the Trade Commission. 


. When Manilla fell, the rarity 
of the booklet panes was of 
course made apparent, and, and 
soon after, they were advertised in 
the philatelic press at $12.50 per 
pane. While some people balked 
at the price inasmuch as it was 
some two hundred times the face 
value, a number of sales’ were 
made as the stamps were not ob- 
tainable elsewhere. In the early 
fall of 1942 one of the panes was 
offered in a New York auction, 
and it fetched $13.25. It is thought

I want to start off this week 
with an important reminder, 
don’t forget that beginning 
March 26, 1944; the Airmail rate 
will be 8c per ounce, an increase 
ot 2c over the present rate. Be 
sure to put 8c postage on all 
future first flight covers (except 
International ones naturally), so 
that they don’t receive any un- 
necessary postage-due surcharges, 
or other due markings which 
would have a tendency to ruin 
the cover. Since 1 don’t think 
there will be any additional new 
flights this month, I'd suggest 
you use 8c postage on all covers 
you send out from now on.

Conti- 
nental Airlines now say that it 
may be as early as April Ist, so 
don’t delay sending out your 
covers. 


A message was received from 
Mr. John C. Stanard, P. O. Box 
404, Huntsville, Alabama today. 
Mr. Stanard says that all covers 
sent to him for the first flight 
from Huntsville, Ala., have been 
turned over to the Huntsville 
Postmaster for the first flight. 
The date of the first flight is 
still uncertain (it has been pend- 
ing for almost two years now,) 
but is expected to come on very 
short notice. Mr. Stanard wants 
all readers to know that their 
covers are in safe keeping at the 
Huntsville Postoffice. He will 
still continue to receive covers 
for the first flight, if the covers 
are accompanied by the lc serv- 
ice fee for each one. Send the 
covers to Mr. Stanard at the 
above _ address. Incidentally, 
many readers of this column are 
writing to Mr. Stanard for in- 
formation about the flights, but 
do not enclose return postage. 
If you have the occasion to write 
to Mr. Stanard for information 
about the flight, please enclose 
a postal card or postage for his 
reply. Otherwise, you'll get no 
answer. 


Here is the further informa- 
tion on the addition of Joplin, 
Missouri, to Mid-Continent Air- 
lines AM-26 on Saturday, Febru- 
ary 19th. In addition to the ca- 
chet applied to covers at Joplin, 
an attractive unofficial cachet 
sponsored by Mid-Continent Air- 
lines was applied to covers car- 
ried into Joplin from Kansas 
City, the Kansas City Airmail 
Field Postoffice, and Tulsa. It 
was applied in green at the Kan- 
sas City AMF (and I presume in 
green also at Kansas City post- 
office); and in light red at Tulsa. 
The cachet consisted of a circle 
of stars as a border, broken at 
the lower-right-hand side by the 
Mid-Continent Airlines insignia. 
Inside the circle at the top is a 
MCA plane, and beneath the 
plane in two: lines are the words 
“FIRST FLIGHT AM26 * JOP- 
LIN, MO.” and the Mid-Conti- 
nent insignia beneath it, extend- 
ing through the border. A plain 
but attractive cachet. Incidently, 
if any readers know of any cov- 
ers postmarked at Joplin and 
bearing this cachet (instead of the 
one described last week,) will 
they please let me know about 
it.

The Joplin backstamps are the 
regular machine cancellations, 
the timed Tulsa backstamp is a 
handstamp, while the two Gen- 
eral Delivery backstamps are the 
standara ones and were applied 
in magenta ink.

HOW TO MAKE YOUR 
BID FOR STAMPS

which is printed in this issue. 

Mr. Robinette is recognized as 
the leading stamp dealer in Wash- 
ington and his auctions contain 
many unusual items as the Capi- 
tal city is known for turning up 
unusual things. The catalog of 
his present sale to be held March 
26th consists of 1086 lots with a 
very wide range of material in 
both U. S. and Foreign issues 
and in this issue of the News he 
lists a number of the lots of choice 
United States stamps just as list- 
ed in his catalogue which can 
be had by requesting same. 

To the inexperienced Auction 
buyer, we can only say that bid- 
ding on stamps at auction is a 
very simple matter. The sale of 
stamps at auction has progressed 
to such a point that one can 
pretty well depend on the descrip- 
tions in judging the stamps of- 
fered. 

To make your bids, pick ou‘ the 
lots that you want to buy and 
write the number of the lot, after 
which you write the amount you 
will be willing to pay for the lot. 
All these offers are listed by the 
auction house bids a sum of 5, 10, 
bidding on any particular lot, the 
auction house bids a sum of 5, EO, 
25, 50c or $1.00 over the next bid 
from the highest bid they have. 
This opening bid depends on the 
size of the bids as after bids get 
to several dollars. they are usually 
raised in larger amount, 

Should you bid $3.00 on a lot 

and the next bid under your bid 
is but $2.00, the bid will be open- 
ed by the auction house at $2.10. 
After the bids are opened the 
floor bidders make their bids if 
interested and if floor bidders 
make bids the auction house will 
continue to bid for yor up to 
an amount of $3.00. but if the floor 
bidders do not force the bidding 
up, you may buy the item from 
anywhere from $2.10 up to a 
sum less than $3.00 
At stamp auctions, lots are sold 
very fast, frequently three or 
four lots or more in a minute. 
Only when some exceptionally 
fine item is offered and the com- 
petition is heavy, does it take 
r.uch more than a minute or two 
to sell such fots. 
If you have never bid by auc- 
tion, look over this list of lots 
from the Robinette sale, send in 
a few trial bids and ask for the 
catalogue so that you can bid on 
other material. Buying at auction 
is one of the best and most fas- 
cinating ways of adding to your 
collection. 








Used Austrian Double Found 





Mr. A. izall Allen Jr., of Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark. writing under date 
of February 1€ reports finding an 
Austrian stamp with the name 
double, in a lot of used copies 
which he was cle:aing up. A few 
days later he found another of 
the stamps wit: an even more 
distinct double. both are used 
copies and lead us to again urge 
collectors to scan every copy of 
any of these stamps which pass 
through their hands. This is the 
third find of this stamp double 
printed. First reported from India- 
napolis, then from Wichita, Kan- 
sas both finds being complete 
sheets with a vertical row of 
double names.

the result was that 20 different stamps were reprinted in full sheets, 
sold ungummed and in most cases unperforated to quiet the 
howling mob, 

Whether there are enough collectors who will be able to howl hard 
enough to make it desirable to reprint again these Philippine booklets 
and place them on sale at face value for the benefit of the collecting 
public is another question but that is the only cure for such acts and 
although it is an undesirable thing in one way, the cost of the material 
to the collector in this instance is so trivial that this method might be 
the best and only way to quiet those who have been exploited. 

In printing the story which we print this week we can only say 
that it came from a highly reputable source and we might say that 
the confidence placed in us will be safe for the author. We can further 
state and we quote from the authors letter as follows: “You are not 
to give my name as the author to anyone without my consent. If the 
proper authorities want it, tell me and I’ll give you the permission. If 
a few guys who got on the inside of this swindle want it, they can’t 
have it. You’re to be commended for wanting to get to the bottom of 
it instead of just printing the statement as the other sheets did”. 

Thus virtue has its own reward for we have always believed that 
reputable dealers as well as collectors want the truth in cases like this. 
Like the author of the article, we absolve from blame the dealers who 
were stuck with these booklet pages. They made every effort to learn 
their source, which was misrepresented to them, they finally bought, 
invested heavy money in the material in the same manner that any 
business man would bargain for something that looked like a good buy. 
Their final sales and offers to collectors were in good faith until it was 
found that two dealers had been stuck. It is to be regretted that one 
or both of these dealers did not immediately break the story and 
print the facts. 

It may be some time before we will ever know just how this 
matter is to turn out. If these dealers got all the books and if no more 
are made, they can get out without losing their shirt, but if the books 
are again reprinted from popular demand and clamor on the part 
of collectors then these dealers may hold the bag. Collectors who 
bought did so with their eyes open, they have no kick that can be 
rigistered against any dealer who sold them unless possibly through 
the original purchaser who may have later learned the facts and 
failed to print them. 

Had the stuff “jelled” as it might have done there would have 
been no “jam’’, so take your pick when you buy stamps. If you hit 
the jackpot with one of your buys you are happy, if you find out you 
bought a pig in a poke just charge it up to experience for men or 
stamp collectors who gamble on a buy must be prepared to take their 
licking as well as win the race,

PHILIPPINE BOOK 
PANE REPRINT SCANDAL 





Continued From Page I 





that this was the first 
offering of this item. 

On October 7, 1942 a Filipino 
entered the offices of a down- 
town New York stamp _ dealer, 
and offered ten booklets of the 
stamps for sale. In his hand he 
held a copy of the auction at 
which the single pane had earlier 
been offered; and he mentioned 
that the price realized was $13.25, 
and he solicited an offer for his 
supply. When asked where he 
had obtained them, he asserted 
that he was a refugee from the 
Philippine Islands, and had es- 
caped the Jap occupation a few 
days after Pearl Harbor. Having 
no means of taking valuables or 
funds, he claimed that he had 
gone to a Post Office and put all 
his funds into these booklet 
panes, thinking they might be a 
good investment because of the 
fact that they had not been on 
sale very long. * 

The dealers to whom the panes 
were offered called in the auc- 
tioneer who had originally sold 
the pane obtained from Manilla. 
This auctioneer immediately be- 
came suspicious, particularly so 
when the quantity was mention- 
ed. The dealer told him that if 
he was interested in the lot, he 
should feel free to make an offer, 
and if the stamps could be bought 
on a basis of that offer, plus a 
commission for themselves, they 
would be turned over to him. This 
was done over the telephone, the 
second dealer never having had 
an opportunity to meet or’ con- 
verse with the. alleged Filipino 
refugee. The price paid for the 
lot of ten booklets was roughly 
one third of the former prevail- 
ing price. 

The first dealer, possibly think- 
ing that he might have passed up 
a good thing, asked the seller, 
(the Filipino) whether he might 
have more that he could buy. 
More were produced and _ they 
were bought, the quantity being 
considerably more than the ori- 
ginal ten booklets. Followed a 
trip to Washington by the dealer, 
where a sizeable quantity were 
purchased. By now the dealer 
had a considerable investment in 
the issue, and wishing to be as- 
sured that he had full control of 
the floating supply, he attempted 
to buy back at a profit the orig- 
inal ten booklets sold to the auc- 
tioneer. Most of them having in 
the meantime been sold, he 
was unable to procure them. 

The dealer several times at- 
tempted to get the assurance 
from the seller that the panes 
actually did come from the Is- 
lands, and that he had bought all 
the man had to offer. The assur- 
ance was~given by the Filipino. 
The latter was also asked whether- 
er these might have come from 
the Trade Commission, but inas- 
much as the Trade Commission 
had never received their appor- 
tionment from the Manila Post 
Office authorities, and inasmuch 
as the Bureau of Printing and 
Engraving did not customarily 
ship direct to the Trade Commis- 
sion the assurance that they did 
not come from the latter was

20| given, and naturally believed. 


The dealer by now had an in- 
vestment of several thousand 
dollars in the issue, all made in 
good faith, and the panes were 
advertised for sale in almost all 
of the philatelic magazines at a 
price less than the former pre- 
vailing price when the supply 
was thought to be much smaller, 
but nevertheless at a price which 
today may scem high, as the 
quantity that has since become 
available is considerable. The 
dealer naturally received orders 
from other dealers wishing to of- 
fer the panes in good faith to 
their clients, and he naturally 
quoted them a trade discount. 
Some of these dealers subse- 
quently readvertised the panes at 
about the same levels. ‘ 

At no time was there any evi- 
dence of dishonesty or even une- 
thical trading on the part of a 
single dealer involved. The entire 
transaction from start to finish 
at least as far as the dealers in- 
volved are concerned was open 
and above board. The actions of 
the Filipino offering the stamps 
may of course be open to ques- 
tion at this time, but while these 
events were taking place, even 
his story was credible, and what 
is more, it was believed by most

individuals involved. 

In the same month, a Boston 
dealer bought a quantity of the 
panes under somewhat similar 
circumstances. He believed also 
that he had bought the greater 
part of the supply and he adver- 
tised them in good faith in the 
stamp magazines, at a lower 
price. Thus started a price war 
between the two, each trying 
desperately to get his cost out of 
the issue before it was too late. 
Then it was that the philatelic 
world woke up to the fact that 
the Philippine booklet pane was 
not so scarce as they thought. As 
subsequent advertisements at 
subsequently lowered prices ap- 
peared, the aroma arising became 
more and more foul. This maga- 
zine in keeping with its policy of 
keeping its readers advised of 
matters philatelic, no matter 
where the chips may fall, called 
attention to the need for an in- 
vestigation into this soon after. 


The price of the pane sank 
lower and lower. Originally prie- 
ed in Scott at $20.00, this figure 
was revised in the current edition 
to $5.00. In the next. edition 
it is entirely possible that it may 
be reduced still further. The 
market value of the pane _ has 
since settled to about $2.00 to 
$2.50. It is not known whether 
the two enterprising dealers who 
attempted to protect their supply 
of the panes came out with a 
profit or not, but that is not a 
matter of concern to this story. 


At this point, conjecture is the 
rule. One cannot help but be left 
with the feeling that the Philipi- 
no selling these was not a refugee 
from the War Zone, as he claim- 
ed; that he had not bought the 
panes in the Islands, as he in- 
sisted he had; that he had delib- 
erately double-crossed the first 
dealer in selling his “entire” sup- 
ply, then selling the Boston deal- 
er another lot. Proceeding from 
here, one also cannot help but 
feel that the seller had obtained 
his supplies in Washington, 
which coincidentally enough, was 
his home at the time, and one 
naturally comes to the conclusion 
that he had certain influence with 
some Commission or Officials in 
Washington which enabled him 
to obtain the stamps at face value 
or some very moderate price, and 
through his honeyed lies, was 
able to dispose of them at in- 
flated prices to reputable dealers 
buying in the ordinary course of 
business. 

In the writer’s opinion, no stig- 
ma can be attached to any dealer 
handling these panes in’ good 
faith. The stigma if any should 
properly be laid at the door of 
those in Washington who had 
these stamps printed after Pearl 
Harbor, as it now develops, and 
who chose this method to sell the 
stamps in order to enrich a few 
pockets, iust:ad of placing the 
stamps on sale at face value at 
the Trade Commission, as had 
been the custom. 

It is rumored that an investi- 
gation is to be made into the facts 
in the case. The certified state- 
ments made herein should help 
any sincere investigator in arriv- 
ing at a true picture of the facts. 
For the sake of honest dealers and 
trusting collectors, we can only 
hope that this true picture will be 
found, regardless of whose door 
the trail may lead.

It is believed that if pos- 
sible the Govern.nent may pro- 
duce a light weight envelope for 
this new 8c stamped envelope. 

Collectors who wish to send di- 
rect may send not more than ten 
covers to the Postmaster at Wash- 
ington 13. D. C. with postal 
money order fo> stamps wanted. 
Coin may be sent, but stamps or 
checks are not accepted. 

Our advertising columns con- 
tain several offers of wide awake 
dealers who offer these covers and 
the time is short and your orders 
should be placed at once. 

Collectors who collect covers 
for postal history purposes should 
also plan for covers on the last 
day of the local 2c rate in their 
town or city and the first day of 
the local 3c rate.

Of The Late Klein Find 


The recently publicized find of 
a strip of the 3c 1867 printed on 
the back, as announced by 
Eugene Klein of Philadelphia 
was made unwittingly by Mr. 
Klein and perhaps the publishers 
of the Scott Catalogue should be 
blamed for this fact since the 
original find of such a stamp 
was made in 1940 and the Scott 
Company failed to include it in 
the catalogue as should have been 
done. 

We print herewith a brief note 
published in our columns of 
May 25, 1940, which gives the 
first story of the find of this 
stamp. 








“Ze 1867 Error Found” 
“A hitherto unknown = error 
was found recently in an old 
stuck-down collection purchased 
by Mrs. Y. Souren, wife of the 
New York dealer. Mrs. Souren 
had bought the collection to ob-

TECHNICAL REPORT 


CAUCA (COLOMBIA) 

The State (later Department) 
of Cauca of the Republic of Col- 
umbia never issued any postage 
stamps. Those listed by Scott as 
types Al-A6 are the result of a 
hoax by one Emiliano Rey. post- 
master in the town of Quibdo. The 
items were brought to the United 
States by an American engineer 
named Williar1 T. Curtis who be- 
came acquainted with Senor Rey 
while on a tr:. to Cauca where he 
had mining interests. Rey supplied 
Curtis not only with the alleged 
stamps but also with copies of a 
series of documents purporting to 
prove their legitimacy. Although 
it was admitted that Cauca did 
not issue any ~tamps, it was held 
that the items given to Curtis by 
Rey were specially authorized to 
be used on one postal route. (The 
story of these items has been told 
in THE AMERICAN PHILATEL- 
IST for January, 1941.) 

It is our understanding that the 
Cauca stamps are to be dropped 
from the Scott catalogue. In the 
1939 edition the price of No. 1 
was italicized. This was done to 
the others in the 1940 edition. In 
1942 all prices were removed. And 
when it becomes convenient to do 
so, it is probable that the fakes 
will be eliminated. 

We notice a footnote in the 
Scott catalogue stating that the 
items in question “‘were sanction- 
ed though not authorized, by the 
national government.” This state- 
ment is incomprehensible since 
departmental stamps were not is- 
sued by the national government
